^1 . (C)  PolCouns  met  with  Joaquin  Maza  Martelli,  Director 

General  of  Foreign  Policy  at  the  Ministry  of  Foreign  Affairs 
(MFA) , September  17  to  discuss  Iran  and  Missile  Defense. 

Maza  was  not  aware  of  the  U.S.  announcement  regarding  the 
change  in  missile  defense  policy,  but  was  familiar  with  the 
subject.  He  understood  the  change  in  U.S.  planning  was  based 
on  our  re-evaluation  of  the  threat  posed  by  Iran's  missile 
programs  and  commented  that  this  should  ease  Russian 
concerns.  He  welcomed  the  briefing  and  said  he  would  get 
back  to  us  if  MFA  had  further  questions  as  he  prepared  to 
brief  the  Foreign  Minister  on  this  issue. 

1[2 . (C)  Regarding  Ref  B,  Maza  said  the  government  of  El 

Salvador  (GOES)  was  closely  following  the  P5  1 outreach  to 
Iran  and  noted  with  dismay  Iran ' s continuing  violations  of 
human  rights,  press  freedom,  and  the  electoral  process.
